Allan McCarthy, 17 year old son of 
Attorney Jay J. McCarthy, who shot 
and killed his chum, Rowland Mc- 
Carthy, son of the late Sergt. Daniel 
T. McCarthy, last December, surren- 
dered at the county jail last evehing. 
His father and mother walked with 
him as he was led to a cell in “ mur- 
derers’ row.“ 

The boy had been sought since he 
fled from a poolroom at 5205 Broadway 
after the killing. He said he had been 
in a Canadian lumber camp most of 
the time, but decided a few days ago 
to return.

Jacksonville, Fla.. Feb. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—A renewal of the 
present bituminous miners’ wage scale 
for a term of three years was approved 
unanimously by the subcommittee of 
miners and operators of the central 
competitive field here late today.

There 
is hardly any doubt but that the policy 
committee and the full joint confer- 
ence will give prompt approval, it was 
believed. The contract will be effec- 
tive April 1, after it has been subjected 
to a referendum vote of the miners. 

Nothing will be changed by the 
newal. Wages, conditions, and al else 
except the term of years remains as 
it has been since the strike of the 
“day men,” and the resultant 50 per 
cent increase in their wages by the 
coal commission in 1919.

New York, Feb. 19, 3 a. m.—{[{Spe- 
cial.)}—Thirteen persons lost their lives 
early this morning in a fire in a five 
story tenement house at 397 Madison 
street, on the lower east side. 

The bodies of seven children, two 
women, and four men were removed 
from the building, but have not been 
identified. A man and a 5 year old | 
girl, both badly burned, were taken to 
Gouverneur hospital. 

Police investigation under Deputy 


The police believe that it was started 
by the same pyromaniac responsible 
for several tenement house fires within 
a year. 

Started in Baby Carriages. 

Two baby carriages were found in 
the hallway of the Madison street 
house after the fire. Both were 
charred. The police believed that a 
man sneaked into the hallway and 
started the blaze in the carriages. The 
same method of starting fires were 
used in destroying other tenement 
houses. 

A man was caught running out of 
the house by Patrolman Heusline, the 
first policeman on the scene. He was 
about 24 years old, roughly dressed 
and apparently unbalanced mentally. 
He gave incoherent anewers to ques- 
tons. The police held him for ques- 
tioning. Investigation by detectives 
indicated that the man did not live in 
the house which was burned, but five 
blecks away. 

Patrolman Heusline when he saw 
smoke coming from the hallway turned 


building. He trapped the suspect then. 
The fret thing the man said was, “I 
baven’t any matches. You can search 
me if you want.” 


Officer Warns Occupants. 

After turning over his prisoner to 
another officer Patrolman Heusline 
rushed through the tenement awaken- 
ing the tenants. Eight families lived 
on the upper floors. The stairway was 
‘red hot with flames and thick with 
smoke as Heusline ran through the 
hallway knocking at every door and 
yelling Fire.“ He ran to the root 
and then made his way downstairs 
again. 

The flames shot upstairs with 
astounding rapidity. When they had 
reached the top floor they “ mush- 
roomed,” doing their greatest damage 
on that floor and the floor immediately 
below. All the dead were taken from 
the fourth and fifth floors. 

Many Daring Rescues. 

Police and firemen made remarkable | 
rescues. Patrolman William J. Wan- 
dling fought his way up the burning 
stairway to the fifth floor to save a 5 
year old child, Margaret Barrett. He 
heard her cries and smashed down a 
door. The child was lying in a crib 
under which the flames had already 
crept. Wandling picked up the child 
and carried her down the fire escape. 

Alexander Herkazy, 29 years old, 
who had failed in attempts to rescue 
his wife and two children from their 
apartment on the fourth floor, was 
himself saved by Policeman Boyle. 
The policeman’ found Herkazy half 
conscious.

A RAW CASE. 

The American Legion Weekly is to be com- 
mended for bringing to public attention a circular 
letter addressed to employés of the Agolian com- 
pany, a large musical instrument house in New 
York, calling upon them to write to their represent- 
atives in congress to support the Mellon tax reduc- 
tion bill and to oppose the bonus. It is, of course. 
permissibje for any American to advise any other 
American as to his conduct in political or economic 
or social affairs. But there is a paragraph in this 
letter of advice which sets it apart from the ordi 
nary. 

“ We shall check up our pay roll] within the next 
couple of weeks to find out those who have written 
and those who have not,” the communication con- 
cludes. And an earlier paragraph reveals how that 
check is to be made and the nature of the letters 
also determined by having them all pass through 
the hands of “ Miss Reilly in the executive offices. 

In effect, for many of the employés of the com- 
pany, that is coercion rather than advice. If com- 
monly practiced by employers of labor it would be 
the beginning of the end of democracy. When a 
worker. who needs his job is told by his employer 
to write to Washington to favor certain legislation, 
regardiess of his personal views of that legislation. 
and is further told that a check will be made upon 
his action in the matter, his assumption must be 
Obvious.

ASKING ONLY JUSTICE. 

The situation revealed at the federal penitefitiary 
at Leavenworth, where scores of men who wore 
the American uniform in the great war are still 
wmprisoned, while scores of others who defied and 
plotted against the government have deen re 
seased, commands attention. At least the situation 
of the imprisoned soldiers, more than five years 
after the armistice, may now be considered from 
a civil viewpoint. 

Most of the I. W. W.'s, slackers, and traitors 
have already been released. Theirs were crimes 
against the government and against the nation. In 
effect theirs was treason, a capital crime. Yet they 
are free. The soldiers are still in prison, some 
serving life terms. Theirs were crimes against 
discipline or against individuals, ; 

The country in general, and for the most part 
the service men themselves, realize that the drastic 
punishment of the courts martial was necessary 
co maintain discipline, and that discipline was 
essential to carry the nation succeasfully through 
che war, But they also know that that result has 
deen accomplished. Now, in peace times, there 
is a widespread sentiment that justice is fully as 
important as discipline six years ago. 

There is no justice in keeping in prison an Amer- 
ican soldier who broke under army discipline and 
privately committed a crime, while slackers who 
dodged the uniform and were guilty of treason 
have been Set free. But justice ig needed if re- 
spect for government is to be maintained. To 
that end every ex-service man confined in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary is entitled to a careful and

EAR MR. BARNES: In playing 
a full stroke should both feet 
be flat on the ground at the time 
that the clubhead meets the ball, 
or does the right foot begin to rise 
before the ball is hit? It seems to me 
that this foot must start to rise, but 
I have heard it claimed that the feet 
ought to be in the same position they 
occupy in the address. W. F. 8. 


ANSWER.—Knowing that you are lift- 
ing the foot too soon or not soon enough 
may be a symptom that you are doing 
something else wrong. However, as to 
your query, the right foot must start to 
rise from the ground at the heel before 
the ball is hit. 

The reason is that by the time the 
club head meets the ball the right side 
must have begun to follow well around 
with the arms. And f you are swinging 
properly, the right shoulder must come 
through on a lower level than the left, 
if you are to hit out after the ball as you 
should. This means of course that the 
entire right side must bend at the joint 
most convenient for accommodating this 
lowering of the shoulder, and this joint 
happens to be the knee.

—While on a trip up Istokpoga 
creek the other day, we penetrat- 
ed Heronland, where hundreds 
of egrets, herons, bitterns, and other 
water birds could be seen at close quar- 
ters. With dense cypress and cabbage 
palms on both sides of the creek, 
waich formed an almost impenetrable 
wall of vegetation, with moss festoon- 


scheme of vines running through t 
forests, the creek seemed to lead in 
a different world, where the water 
birds ruled supreme and man was an 
interloper 

Istokpoga creek flows from the 
southeast corner of the lake, eventual: 
ly emptying into the Kissimmee river. 
One can set sail on the lake, follow the

a. tropical fairyland, and travel for 
miles into a wonderful bird country,

After getting a half mile from the 


lake the water birds showed up in in fine position for the break. Hueston's 


creasing numbers. First came the 
dainty white egrets. They were 
perched in the thickets along the creek 
—striking objects against the dense 
green of the shrubs and trees. Often 
these birds were so curious that our 
boat, gliding quietly with the current, 
approached within a few feet of them. 
Then off to one side we would hear a 
hoarse, complaining squawking, and a 
great commotion as a big heron, pro 
testing at the invasion of his retreat, 
endeavored to get his bulk under way. 
We saw any number of these fisheaters 
as they tried to rise quickly from the 
water. 

Of course, our old friend the king- 
fisher was in his element along this 
beautiful creek. Then there were 
many bitterns and night herons, too, 
which svoided us in scandalous lan- 
guage as we went about our business 
of fishing. One bittern nearly smacked 
us on the ear when we surprised him. 

* 


While in the upper part of the creek, 
where open country succeeded. the 
trees, we secured our first glimpse of 
the big ibis. What a picture that flock 
of one hundred birds made when we 
came upon them perched in a couple 
of trees. When disturbed into fligat 
they gracefully wheeled, circled, and 
zoomed above us as we floated along. 

Ospreys screamed at us when we dis- 
turbed their fishing, too. We have 
seen several of their bulky, big nests 
in the cypress trees. Twice while on 
the creek they gave us 2 demonstration 
of their fishing prowess. One healthy 
specimen fluttered above a shallow 
place in the creek as he scanned the 
water below and then shot down like a 
bullet, to come up with a small fish.
